As 
Sarah Peplin she swore that she was 
well acquainted with Sarah Ditmore, that she 
had lived near her in Illimeis, had moved te 
Stoddard County atthe same time, and had 
lived for more than five years within three- 
quarters Of a mile of herself; that Sarah Dit- 
mere had remained unmarried since the death 
of her husband, Viacent Ditmore.

clerks in assieting them, and that the prac- 
tice has been found to lead to the consump- 
tion of much valuable time, and to prevent 
prompt attention to those who have their en- 
tries ready to file. The department, in reply 
to the surveyor, says thatthere is no objec- 
tien to affording immigrants and others who 
are not regularly engaged in the importing 
business all proper information and facilities 
concerning their entries, but all entries of 
regular importers should be prepared by the 
importers or their agents and not by Custom- 
house employes.

A USEFUL INVENTION, 


The Eiectrical Recerder Used by the New 
Yerk Stock Excharge. 


New Tonk, Oct. 30.—There has lately been 
in successful operation on the floor of the 
New Yerk Stock Exchange a model electricul 
recerder, the furnction of which is to record 
the time and arrival of messengers. It is the 
first Improve d time and date stamp to find its 
way into public use. Its prevince of autem- 
ically reeord ing the time ef the day is but one 


feature of its adaptation to other and wider 
uses, such as recording the day of the month 
and year, which records are very desirubie 
and frequently indispensable in transactions 
Steck Exchange, fire and police 
the delivery rand recep- 
telegraph and cable messages, 
the recording of legal decuments, and gen- 
erally it is a convenient addition te the office 
equipment. The apparatus in questien is 
simply a stamp, the various conditions ef 
which are mounted as type wheels on the end 
of a swinging arm. There is an armature with 
an electre-magnet plaeed at the other end of 
the arm, to which these wheels are connected. 
The electro-magnet is actuated by electric 
Impulses centrelied by the clock, which is 
arranged to clese the ciroult fer a fraction of 
a second at the begiuaing ef each minute, the 
result being thatthe type wheels are cerre- 
spondingly revolved to accord with the indi- 
cations ofthe clock. Two celle of am open 
cireult battery supplies the electrio energy. 
This apparatus bas been designed in 
another and more usefnl form, in 
which the type wheels are revolved. and 
the recording as well effected electrically. 
There is a wide slot which allows the inser- 
tion of a large sheet. The instrument is con- 
nected withthe clockim the same manner as 
the one first described. By pressing the but- 
ton in front of the case the time is stamped, 
thus energizing the electric magnet, the 
mevable arm of whichit gives the desired 
impression. This model has been so modified 
as to permit the stamping ofthe time on & 
centinueus paper tape such as is employed in 
the receptien of cable or automatic telegraph 
messages. Asthe clock is entireiy indepen- 
dent, any mumber of stamps can receive 
their time impulses froma single olick. 
This is especiaily applicable tothe issuance 
and reception of railroad orders where the en- 
tire section of a road ean be controlled bya 
single time wire. One of these instrumente is 
in use in the office of one ofthe Atiantic 
cable companies.

A TALE WITH A MORAL, 


The Stery Going the Rounds of the Tebaocce 
Trade. 


New Tonk, Oct. 30.—The deadly cigarette 
never seemed mere polseneus than when 
viewed in the light of the latest story that is 
going the rounds of the local tobacco trade. 
It ls te the effect that ene Memm, a eigar- stub 
picker, died reeentiy in ene of the foreign 
quarters of the city, leaving a fortune vari- 


ously estimated between $5,000 aud $25,000. It 
appears that Memm had a smattering ef chem- 
istry in his head which he applied to his stubs, 
emulating the exampie of moders chemical 
discoveries which make wine without grapos 
and pigs’ feet frem clilethes pins. He 
invented 2 mal oven in which 
were burmed the aecumulated stub pickings 
of several sceres of beys. In the process of 
reducing the stubste askes he eontrived to 
retain a great quantity ofthe gases and sait 
that escape insmoke asd the cremated ma- 
terial thus became imprexnated with them. 
The stubs reduced to ashes were next ground 
to a powder and wasbed to a whiteness. This 
deposit he found acted like magic on the 
ename) of the teeth, dissolving the tartar and 
removing discelerations in the twinkling of 
an eye. Having successfully demonstrated 
this discovery be made a deal with a well- 
known chemist by whose acency the stuff was 
ut in elegant scented bexes ard advertised 
ar and wide under a highfalutin nom 
de poudre. But the real magni- 
tude of his success was attained by a 
subsequent process which savors more 
strongly effect. Certain of the rtubs tursed 
in by bis army ef gatherers were unrelled aad 
the burned edges clipped off. The remaants 
of leaves were then thoreughiy rinsed and 
steeped fer a day ina strong decoction of tea 
and scented herbs, whence they were re- 
moved, smelling sweet and aromatic. When 
dry, the leaves were cutinte fine strips and 
scraps and relied into cigarettes, which were 
afterward sold im cafes of the city asthe pur- 
est and best ef cigarettes. It is not told how 
this imgenious fellow contrived to escape 
the authorities, but that information is not 
necessary to the moral peinted by the tale.

THE ANNAPOLIS ARMOR TEST. 


A Serieus Question Affecting the Lives ef 
Crews of Battleships. 


New Tonk, Oct. 30.—The Times says: ‘‘A 
serious question has arisen from the recent 
armor test at Annapolis which affects the very 
life of the crews of modern battleships. 
was found in the test that for a distance ef 200 
yards on each side of the armer plate a ver- 
fect hall of fron fragmeats was buried every 


time a prejectile teok effect. In some i- 
stances the fragments of the armor plate 
weighed over a pound, while pieces of the 
size of a bullet and over could ioked up 
all ever the testing greund. The officers.con- 
ducting the trial weré compelled to take 
refuge under bomb- proof coverings, 
and even the gun has to be pretected 
from imjury dy mass ef sand bags plied hich 
aboutit. it was unsafe for a gunner te at- 
tempt to get out in the open space and fire his 
piece, consequentiy this work had to be de- 
tached by the impact of the shell, the metal 
apparently being more brittle than soft. 

the test at Annapolis the gun was twenty- 
eight feet from the armor plate, but it would 
seom that the same effect must be preduced 
upon armor plate, at any rate upon compound 
armor, 8e long as it was in penetrating range. 
The question of mortality among the crews of 
mod.rn warships when ia action, has for 
some time been a mooted one, but the belief 
has been conor that future naval engage- 
ments would present a smalier 
casualty list than in the past. 

The Apnapolis armer tests new incline ene te 
the very opposite view, for it is difficult to see 
how, under this murderous hail ef iron, the 
open decks ef protected cruisers or barbette 
battle ships will be habitabie. Inthe days of 
engagements between weodships, 50 per 
cent ef the casualties were usually occasioned 
by splinters or fragments of timber torn from 
their fastenings by round shot er shell. It bas 
been common for navy officers to-day to 
rocker that in future, some engagements at 
least, one danger would be eliminated—name- 
ly thatfrom splinters. The Annapolis test 
showed that armor plating by itself will be 
the death ef crews exposed on the open decks 
ef barbette citadel ships.’’

A Great Fersosal Triumph.

A great persenal triumph, perhaps one of 
the greatest of our day, bas just how reacned 
its zenith. We refer to the career in New 
York of Josepn Pulitzer, proprietor of the 
Wor._tp. Mr. Pulitzer came to New York 
from St. Louis several years ago and secured 
control of the WorRLD, then less valuable 
than no paper at all except for ite Associated 
Press franchise. The reception of Mr. Pulit- 
tor at the hands of the leading New York 
newspapers was about such as might have 
been extended by as many famished polar 
bears. He was derided, caricatured, called 
every namebut his own, was followed inte 
his private life by liars who 
published their lies. He was defamed, in- 
suited, libeled and maligned. Here was a 
man witha tremendous burden on his shoul- 
ders, embarrassed by a heavy debt, Son- 
fronted by the problem of getting a profitable 
foothold where absolutely nose was in sight, 
forced to originate paving ideas where bun- 
dreds of bright men had preceded him and 
failed, and all this to do ia the face of scores 
of predictions from friends as well as enemies 
that his efforts were doomed to failure. 

Moreover, Mr. Pulitzer had committed thé 
crime of coming from the rowdy West. Could 
any good come out of that Nazareth? Nothing 
was lacking to make the attempt offensive to 
gods and men. But the WORLD soon became 
every day a biting cfriticiem on the methods of 
the other New York newspapers, be- 
cause it began succeed where they 
had supposed failure was cértain. In- 
side of two years Mr. Pulitzer’s Western 
clock was striking the high noon of abundant 
prosperity. While its rivals stood and made 
faces at the WORLD'S procession it moved 
steadily enward and upward. One stroke of 
enterprise, founded onakeen divination of 
the popular taste, followed anether so rap- 
idly that the hostiles could only gasp and éall 
it luck, as their harehest criticism. A mil- 
lionaire could not have spent money with 
more apparent recklessness than did Mr. 
Pulitzer with what his esteemed contempo- 
raries were cértain was already a bankrupt 
concern. He beughtthe best talent in the 
market and was so successful a manager of 
men that be drew from his brilliant staff the 
best work they bad ever done. And so the 
battle went. Tbe result is known wherever 
there are readers of newspapers. Mr. Pulit- 
zer bas written his name across the face of 
the history of jeurnalism.

Sir Geerge Baden- Pewell.

COAL MINERS’ STRIKE, 


One Threatened in Central Illinois, but Ne 
Treuable Anticipated Here. 


The local coal dealers don’t appear to be 
very much alarmed over the threatened 
strike ef thé coal miners in Central Lilinois. 

„We are having no trouble at all with our 
miners and don’t anticipate any,’’ said Mr.

Clinton, Washington and Monroe Counties, 
Illinois. ‘‘Our mines, continued Mr. Simp- 

son, are all operated with machines, except 
those in Vermillion County, in Northera 
Illinois, and we pay our men by the day, and 
not by the ton or bushel, as was formerly 
done in these same mines and is still done in 
the mines from which threats of a strike are 
reported.

The 
cireular asked the voters to support Mr. Field 
on the greund that be was not the wandidate 
ef ‘‘Filleyism, Butierism, Bossism and 
Hoodlumiem.’’ 

As the story goes the friends ef Seth W. 
Cobb, the Democratic neminee, toek most 
violent exception to the wording. ef 
thet circular touching the poiat that Mr. 
Field wasnot associated with ‘‘Butierism.’’ 
The ciroular was taken to mean that 
Prosser was the ocholee or _‘‘Filley- 
lim and his Democratic epponent the 
representative of Butierism.

Col. Baker is entitled to the eredit of hav- 
ing managed this trouble between his men 
and his company with tne greatest tact. In 
Chicago the men are not inclined to give In. 
Col. wr, Superintendent of that division, 
said to — Chicago reporter yesterday: 

„„We have about one thousand men em- 
ployed in this city and among them there are 
only thirty-five men who have been prom- 
inently disloyal to the interests of the com- 
pany. The rest of the men who belong to the 
organigation are mere youths who have de- 
come enthusiastic over the Brotherhood, but 
who really have no reason tothink badly of 
the company. The thirty-fve wen will be 
gradually weeded out unless they stop the 

itation and throw over the Brotherhood. 

e have feund dy experience that 
an oath-bound man can not be trussed. 
In 1870, when I had charge of the 
St. Louis branch, the men struck work be- 
cause an operator had been dismissed at San 
Francisco for agitating astrike among the 
employes of the company. My men then came 
tome inabody and said ey hadno gricv- 
ance, but they were bound by oath to co out. 
It is to preventa repetition of this that we 
intend to dismiss all employes who bind 
themselve under oath te follow the dictates 
of the leaders ofan organization. These Cb!- 
cage youths think it heroic to belong to such 
an organization, butthe majority of them 
would ‘kick’ if they hadtostrike when no 
real cause for such action existed. Taney do 
not comprehend this as yet, and we intend 
they should. We prefer them not to get into 
such trouble.

The next greatest 

number of mounts was Lambley’s 574, but he 

only wor 78 races. Taylor had 442 moupts and 

won 108, and Soden had 481 and won 91. Little 

Pike Barnes is as usual near the top beth in 

the mounts and wins. He rode in 402 races 

and won 98. The crack jockeys asa rule did 

not have 1 great number of 

mounts. Taylor, already mentioned, 

and Hamilton, are exceptions. 

The latter rode in races, of which de won 

119, a percentage much better than Bergen’s. 

Garrison also dad a large number of meunts 

—i188—and he won G times. Murphy only had

He stands 5 feet 8½ Inches and weighs 140 
pounds. Irwin's family teek up their resi-

He commenced his base ball ca- 
reer with the tes Club ef Beston in 1873, as 
captain and third baseman. He joined the 
Amateurs of Boston in 1875 and covered short 
stop for them for four seaseps. In 1879 he 
joined the Worcester, Mass., team, and 
played shortstop until they disbaaded in Sep- 
tember, 1882. Hejeined the Providence League 
on Sept. 21. 1882, and played with them fer 
three seasons. When they disbanded Irwisa 
signed with the Philadelphias, acting as cap- 
tain and sheortstep. He played with Pbila- 
delphia for four seasons. In the early part of 
"89 he had trouble with Al Reach about a 
catcher’s glove that Irwin inveatea, and 
which Reach, it was said, wasselling witheut 
Irwin’s consent. Irwin was finally released 
tothe Washington Club. He made some geod 
changes in tke Senators’ team, and, had he 
been with them throughout the season, would 
have undoubtedly had the ciub above the tail- 
endatthe finish. This season Arthur has 
rendered timely ald tothe Pilayer’s League in 
signing new players and in bracing up wenk- 
ners. He has dene some very good piay- 
ing with the local team at times, but he has 
net played upto his usual standard on ac- 
ceunt of sickness.

PLANS FOR THE WINTER'S WORK 
FULLY MADE UP. 


THE 


Talks te the Werkiagmen on Astronomy | 


to Begin on the North Side Ite-Merrow 
Evening and en the South Side Next 
Thursday Evening—The Werkiag Girle’ 
Branch—Staticonary Engineers’ Secticn. 


The pians for the various efforts this winter 
ot the Working People's Self-Cultare Olub 
have new been comple sketched out. The 
club fe divided into various sections and 
spheres of work. There is ene division on 
the South Side, 2004% South Broadway, and 
another division on the North Side, 1682 
Franklin avenue. Each section ts divided 
into branches, one for the men and the other 
fer the working giris. Each one of these 
branches isto have the rooms for itself two 
evenings in the week. One of these occasions 
is given upto lecture or general entertain- 
ment, the other is reserved for special work 
on consecutive lines of study. A third new 
and different kind of section is also in pro- 
cess of formation by another division 
of workiugmen which méets semil- monthly 
in the central part ot the eity. The twe sec- 
tions, north and south have kept, up some of 
their work all throuah the summer, having 
had a choral society and a special leader, 
meeting every week on Monday and Tuesday 
evenings aad the experiment preved quite an 
unexpected success. Several of the ladies in 
the city alse continued the entertainments 
during the summer for the working giris 
Thursday and Friday evenings, which were 
usually very well attended. 

THE MEN'S CLUB. 

The lecture course on Thursday evening on 
the South Side, and Friday evening at the 
North Side forthe workingmen begins now 
and continues until January, and then for the 
second season from the frst of March through 
to the end of Spring. They are to have in the 
first place, as usual, some iliustrated talks on 
travels and history, in which as heretefore 
the professors at the university will be ia- 
vited to assist and provide the entertainment. 

Besides this, however, it is the intention to 
introduce a special series of talks on natural 
sciezee, which will be given on alternate 
weeks and run thronghout both the fall asd 
spring course of lectures. The subjects will 
be on one special branch se as to make the 
work more serious and consecutive than 
heretefore. The theme in contemplation is 
that ot astronomy. A gentlemas ofthe city 
who has given a great deal of time and many 
years tothe study ofthe subject, and has a 


large telescope which be intends te fit up fer 
nie don use, has become interested in the 
club and will probably give thie series of lec- 
tures, and make it possible also for the men 
to have an opportunity of using the telescupe 
as a means of illustrating hie talks. These 
talks on astronemy begin atthe North Side 
this week, Friday evening, and on the South 
side next week, Thureday evening. 

The study branches which meet on Monday 
and Tuesday evenings are to havea iine of 
work which also has net before been tried 
and may offer considerable novelty and fuar- 
nish a creat deal of much needed information. 
It will be called the Civies Olub.’’ The work 
will be divided and be under the — — of 
two different inalvduais whe are particularly 
interested in the subject. Oneevening every 
two weeks will be given to am @¢xamination of 
the politieal life of the nation, especially 
with reference to ite work at Washington. It 
will inciade a study of the Constitutioi of the 
Usited States and also am examination 
into the details of life at the capital. They 
will undertake to find eut to some extent what 
are the duties ef the different members of the 
President’s Cabinet, when those positions 
were instituted, whe have been the most con- 
spicveus individuals to fill those offices, also 
ofthe varieus departments inte which the 
government there is sub-divided, the number 
ef men empleyed, what salaries they receive, 
etc. They will look up the method of pro- 
ceedure im the Senate and Congress, the sys- 
tem ef numerical representation in those 
bodies, how the speeches are delivered, the 
way that the work is divided up by commit- 
tees—the whole effert being to intensify inter- 
est and comprehension of the national leg 
lation. 

The other branch of the Civies Club will 
confine itself to the local goverament of our 
own State and city. It will involve a study of 
the Btate Constitution, the officers and what 
their various duties are, the methed of pro- 
cedure at Jefferson City. In city government 
they will fina out the various duties of the 
Mayor, the City Council, the heads of the 
various departments, what officers are ap- 
pointed and what officers are elected, the 
police ferce and its various duties, inciuding 
all the general affairs of municipal public 
lif Aleng with this subject may be 
included some study ef ordimary com- 
men law. They will fisd out what 
rights a man has in case he has been assaulted 
im any way, sothat men may net be ied in 
resistance to overstep the legal limits, and 
may be able on the one hand to preserve 
justice to themselves in ordinary matters, 
without acting contrary to the lastitution and 
laws ef civil gevernment. 

The method in this Civics Club will. be for 
each member te take some assignment and 
getall the information of his part, and 
they will all bring it in together asd make a 
negGlar evening. These clubs are to begin 
next week, on the South side om Monday 
evening, and on the North Side en Tuesday 
evening. 

WORKING GIRLS’ BRANCH. 

Last winter the Working Girls’ Club had 
only one evening a week, but this season they 
are to have the rooms fortwo evenlugs. The 
public entertainment willbeen Thursday at 
the North Side and on Friday at the South 
Side. Some of the ladies of the city who have 
become interested in thieundertaking are to 
be invited to take one or more evenings and 
furnish the entertainment any way that may 
be Interesting and acceptable te themselves, 
so loug as it will please ahd be helpful 
to the young women present. They usu- 
ally bave singing 2 which they always 
enjoy very much. hey will nave alse ilius- 
trated pictures on travel. There may be, toe, 
some writers taken up. One evening, fer ex- 
ample, will be given up to Longfellow. There 
will bea sketch of his life, some readings 
from bis poems and perhaps some pictures of 
his home. Some of his poeme, which have al- 
ready * m t to music, willbe eung. This 
may be done likewise with Tennyson, Mrs. 
Browning, Whittier and others. 

The special line of work en, Monday aud 
Tuesday evenings will also be intwo depart- 
ments, A young lady interested in the under- 
taking will take a line of study of the various 
countries in 
geography and half in the form of travel, in- 
eiucding pictures of scenes in those places, 
some acceunt of the life of the people, how 
they live, what is tbeir form of government, 
te., including, if possible, incidents4n those 
countries of the life of the working classes, 
The other branch of this special work will 
probably be a Shakepeare club. Two or three 
n may haye charge of this department.

A COMMISSION FIRM sam TO HAVE 5 
ROBBED OF $70,000. 


Stery ef a St. Leuis Embozzler Arrested in 
Terente Not Cenfirmed Leocally—tThe 

, Remance ofa Creole Temptress and er 
Vietim—A Quaestien of Lecation, 


Telegraphic advices from Toronto, Ontario, 
this merning contained an account in detail 
of the capture in that city of an embezzier, 


who was said to be wanted by a St. Louis | 


commission firm, from whom he had stolen s 
fortune while a trusted clerk im their em- 
ploy. j 

The fugitive arrested in Canada was one 
Frank Losser, whe is stated to have ab- 
sconded from this city about three menths 
ago with $70,000, stolen from a commission 
firm of G. D. Lateh 4 Co., and whe, 
after having deen tracked by de- 
tectives in bis filght through ge- 
eral American cities, was finally traced 
te Torente and kept under surveillance until 
the officers were ready te take him isto cua- 
tody. Thestory states that Mr. Latch, the 
senior member of the alleged St. Louis firm, 
was communicated with as soon as Losser 
had been ‘‘treed’’ in Canada and arrived in 
Terento last Monday, when, accompanied by 
a detective, he went te Lesser’s hiding place 
and the arrest was made. It is said 
that when confronted by his 
former employer and the officer of 
the law, the latest addition to the Canadian- 
American colony broke dewn completely, 
refunded $45,000 of the stelen meney, made a 
full confessien ef his guilt and the causes 
leading te it, and yesterday morning left, it is 
reported, for St. Louls accompanied by Mr. 
Latch. 

A WOMAN TEMPTED HIM. 

The story told by the fugitive was the fa- 
miliar ome of a trusted and ordinarily 
honest dlerk falling from grace through 
the temptations strewo in his path by 
a beautiful woman for whem he cherished a 
sinful lowe. It was said that Losser had grewn 
up ln the irm’sempley, entering their ser- 
vice years ago asa jus or clerk and rising in 
grade through faithful attention to the in- 
terests of his employers until he became the 
confidential man of the bouse, and stood next 
to the members of the firm in the manage- 
ment of their business. Steady, careful, 
correct in habits, a member of the 
church amd of irreproacbable private life, 
Losser was placed at the head of thatm st 
— . of all departments, the banking and 
financial part ef the business, with a power 
of attorney that gave him absolute control of 
the firm’s funds. He held this 
several years with rigid integrity and would 
hoe ony! to-day be in the irm’s empioy had 
not the inevitable ‘*woman in the case made 
her appearance en the scene. 

The woman in the case, according to the Can- 
adian story was will equipped to wina young 
man from thestraight and narrow pat ot 
integrity and business reetitude. Coming to St.

that he is equally unknown. Leading repre- 
sentatives of the wholesale and retail com- 
mission trade, of tee grain trade and of the 
cotton commission business were seen, but 
could give no infermation as te such a firm. 
The story was believed to be either a canard 
or a mistake in iocating thefirmefG. b. 
Latch & Co. in St. Louis. As one of the mer- 
chants sald: ‘‘A house that could lose $70,000 
through the dishonesty of a clerk should be 
of impertance enough im local circles to be 
located at once. 

The local mercaagtile agencies made a thor- 
ough investigation of the story this morning 
to identify the firm that had thus lost $70,000 
of ite capital, but without success, aud, de- 
ciding that G. D. Latch & Col mst have an 
existence elsewhere than in St. Louis, if at 
all, the investigation was discentinued, It 
would seem, thereferé, that the iocating of 
one end of the sensational story in St. Louis is 
a mistake.
